The Japanese routed the Chinese Sunday morn- 


ing, it is officially reported, before the /Americans came- 
up. 


President McKinley and members of tbe cabinet 


bold a conference today and sent a sharp note to tbe 
Chinese government, demanding friendly action at 
once. They fear for tbe safety of Minister Conger, 
from whom a message was received yesterday. 


Tbe Chinese government has issued edicts order- 


ing tbe safe conduct of foreigners from Pekin and per- 
mitting free communication, even in cipher, with tbe 
ministers. 


Messages from Sir Claude MacDonald and 


Minister Conger in Pekin report tbat tbe legations are 
under continuous rifle fire troops and Boxers. 


Authoritative sources in Cologne say a comman- 


der-in-Cbieffor tbe allies bas been obosen. 


London, Aug. 8—The British consul at Tien 


Tsin announces the Chinese are expelled|from Peit- 
sang, .and are now in full retreat, 


Washington, Aug. 8—Admiral Remey cables 


that General Chaffee reports the Japanese took 
Peitsang the morning of the 5th. 


The engagement was over before the Americans 


arrived. 


The forward movement will probably be on city 


of Yang Tsun. 


Washington, Aug. 8—As the result of a confer- 


ence he'W by Pres. McKinley, Secretaries Adee and 
Root and General Corbin, a telegram was sent to 
Consul Goodnow this morning advising him of the 
situation as it is understood here. 


He was directed to communicate' this to Li 


Hung Chang and other viceroys to transmit it to 
what Chinese government there is. 


The cablegram contained what is said to be a 


very emphalic statement of the position of this gov- 
ernment, saying action is immediately necessary. 


While not, strictly speaking, an ultimatum, it is 


very close to it. 


The officials here regard the situation as very 


dangerous to Minister Conger and the foreigners. 
There are grave doubts as to whether the forces will 
reach Pekin in time to rescue them. 


Washington, Aug. 8—Minister Wu has received 


an edict dated the 5th, by which the Chinese gov- 
ernment permits the powers to hold free communi- 
cation with the ministers, including cipher messages. 


Minister Wu has also received an imperial edict 


dated the 2nd, directing the safe conduct of the for- 
eigners to Tien Tsin, assigning Yung Lu to give the 
safe conduct. 


London, Augruat 8~In the house of commons today Mr. Broderick, parlia- 


mentary secretary of the foreign office, read & telegram from Sir Claude Mc- 
Donald in Pekin, received this morning, and dated the 3rd. It is as follows: 


"I today received your cipher telegram, forwarded me by tho Chinese min-

as if in an earthquake. The senses are 
numbed by the awful cataclysm, and it 
seems to the spectator, although he is oa 
the high banks and out of actual danger, 
as if the v^ry foundations of the earth 
had burst aod judgment day was come.

.Terrible Fate of Those Who Partake 


of Maibfooutt Pballin. 


"One of the most terrible poisons ot 


which I have flny knowledge," said a 
chemist, "is phallin, of which but few 
persons have more than the most rudi- 
mentary knowledge, though the vegetable 
from which the deadly stuff comes is to 
be found in almost every., field and swamp 
in the country, for phallin ia the poison- 
ous element in the. deadly mushroom, the 
'death cup,' as it has been appropriately 
called. 
Not only that 
When phalliu 


was first discovered, it was found that it 
was almost identical with the poison of 
the rattlesnake, so that death 
from 


mushroom poisoning is very similar to 
death from a serpent's bite. But still 
more wonderful ib-is not known that va- 
rious bacteria produce nearly the same 
poison—the bacteria, for instance, of 
diphtheria and typhoid fevej. It seems 
odd enough that death from the poison- 
ous mushroom, from a rattlesnake bite 
and from diphtheria should result from 
practieafly the same cause. 


"It is said that 25 people are killed 


every year in the United States by eat- 
ing the death cup, mistaking it tor the 
edible mushroom. It requires only a bit 
of the death cup to kill—a piece tlie size 
of a pea will do it. One case is cited in 
which & boy ate only * third of a small 
uncooked cup of the deadly mushroom, 
but it was enough to cause his death. 
Indeed, so baneful is the phallin poison 
that even the handling of the death cup 
and the breathing of the spores may pro- 
dace s3rious>.$Unc8s. 


"The death cup looks very pretty as it 


grows iu the fields, and when eaten it 
has not the slightest ill taste, either when 
raw or whet cooked. Nor is there any' 
uneasiness felt from 9 to 14 hours after- 
ward. Then come terrible pains in the 
abdomen, nausea and vomiting, followed 
by almost certain death, with many of 
the symptoms of Asiatic cholera. 
The 


effect of phailin is to dissolve ilie red 
corpuscles in the blood, permitting them 
to escape through the alimentary canal. 
The greatest care is necessary, therefore, 
in gathering mushrooms not to pick any 
tit the 4eatb cups. They are easily rec- 
ognized from the others, and there never 
is any need of making mistakes."—Chi- 
cago Chronicle. _ _

THE FEAT OF JUMPING FROM A BAL- 


LOON WITH A PARACHUTE. 


According to the A.eroiiant, It la Not 


a Very Uungerons Trlcli—Tile Man- 


t iier In Whlcli the Thrilling Per- 


formance IB Munused. 
''Is it a dangerous business?" said the 


aeronaut iu autwer to a question. "No. 
The cro>vds at the fair grounds, at the 
Fourth of July celebrations, the land 
bales and tue picnics all think that our 
work going up into tho air a couple of 
thousand 1'eet uud then dropping back 
to the earth is a dreadfully Uaugeious 
trick, but the men who do it think noth- 
ing of it. Of course a man must have 
nerve and intibt have confidence in his 
parachute, and then if he keeps his wits 
about him and keeps sober the rest is 
easy. 
We get $250 for an ascension. 


$100 a day when we give a week's per- 
formances, aud when we have a. month's 
stand the price is much lower, but the 
pay is always good, and, besides this i»ud 
the excitement, we huve tbe satisfaction 
of being greut heroes iu the towns •where 
we show." 


In a corner of the room stood a canvas 


covered roll about ab large in diameter^ 
as a flour barrel and a little higher. 
"There's a balloon," said the aeronaut, 
"all ready to be sent away for use, and 
ia the trunk aro the ropes, life belts and 
all the fixings reQnisito for inflating ex- 
cept what we get on the spot. When 
we reach the fair grounds or any place 
where we expect to give an exhibition, 
we build a trench" about 18 feet long, 
two feet wide and three feet deep, and in 
this a fire is made of dry hard wood. The 
favorite material is oid barrel staves. 
When the fire has been built, the _ ex- 
cavation is covered over with sheet iroa 
and two inches of earth. Then a layer 
of planks soaked with water is put on 
anfl on this a £nal coating of earth. Thia 
is all done to keep the metal from get- 
ting too hot and sagging with the weight 
of the people who stand on it to hold the 
balloon while the hot air is g9iug through 
a portable cylinder and into the balloon. 


"When the balloon is full, it is about 85 


feet high aud 145 feet in circumference. 
It is made of ordinary sheeting and will 
carry a man to the height of one mile if 
the wind is favorable. It will remain up 
until the air cools off, usually about two 
hours. While the hot air is going info the 
balloon there is a man on the inside who 
has a wet cloth tied over his mouth and 
nostrils to protect him against the smoke. 
It is his business to keep an eye on the 
operation and quench any stray spark 
Ihat ma^ eet into the hallo™ "When the 
word is given, 'Everybody let gol* ha 
must get where the ropes can't catch hint 
when jthe balleon shoots into the air. If 
he is caught and does not retain hjs nervo 
and drops, he, may land in the basket 
with the two a'eronauis,.or he may cause 
the death,-, of, all three. The show usually 
consists of going up,about 2,000 feet and 
then making the jump with the para- 
chute." 


The parachutes hang at either side of 


the balloon and are not great umbrellas, 
as many people believe them to be, but 
resemble more closely the upper part of a 
balloon, with a lot of rapes terminating 
in a trapeze bar. It is all cloth and rope 
and has no ribs. WJben expanded, it ia 
about 19 feet iu diameter. 


In speaking of the jump the aeronaut 


said: "WtfeD the earth has disappeared 
and when the sound of the music has 
died out, one/man pulls the'-parachute on 
his side of the basket, gets on, the bar 
end swings himself off into space, and 
there he haags for a fettr seconds in or 
above the clouds. Then lie pulls a rope 
which causes a kaife to cut a string by 
which the parachute is held, and then he 
drops. He falls about 300 feet before the 
rush of air dpens the parachute, and 
when taat happens tbe resistance is so 
great that he rebounds about 40 feet. 
That's the time to hold on and keep your 
teeth set and your wits about you. After 
the rebound the parachute goes down 
slowly in a zigzag way and lands the 
aeronaut with about the same velocity as 
though he had jumped down a distance 
of sis feet. When the first man has 
jumped, the lightened balloon shoots up 
a considerable distance, and when it has 
settled the second man makes his jump. 
He has the better end of it, for his par- 
achute has more -tiiae to fill, but he usu- 
ally lauds farther away from the show 
grounds than the first man. 


"Coming back to earth is a strange 


sensation. It lasts about five to eight 
minutes and is always, no matter how' 
often one has mad* the trip, at least in- 
teresting. If one has the good luck to 
come down near to tbe place where he 
went up, one of the first sounds that he 
hears is the tooting of the band, and 
tha tnae is usually tbe same, so that go- 
ing dnd coming the last and first sounds 
are 'Up m a balloon, boys.' 


"People think it a risky business and 


look upon the balloon man" as foolhardy, 
but the -woods are lull of man who want 
to go into it. The man who says he 
would not mind going up, jumping and 
being killed is the mart we can't use. 
We want cool, active, fearless men, with 
good judgment and the proper apprecia- 
tion of life. 


"I had a strange experience onca with 


a nevr man," said the aeronaut. "We 
made the ascent all right, and when it 
came time to jump the new man wanted 
to back out, saying he was afraid to 
jump. There were two things to do- 
one to remain up until the balloon coolefi 
off and then come down with it and bjp 
that means spoil the show or to make 
the fellow Jump, and it didn't take we 
long to make up my mind what to do. 
He had a life line about him which would 
hold him on the parachute even If he 
slipped off the bar, so I told him to move 
over on the outside to balance the bal- 
loon. He got ont 6n the bar, never sus- 
pecting what wbuld happen, and when 
I made sure that the life line was all 
right I cut the line by which the para- 
chute was held, and away he went back 
to the ground. I watehed aim as he went 
down. I shot up, and when I reached 
the earth myself I found that he had 
landed all right. He has made tbe leap 
many times since then and has learnefl 
that there is not so much danger con- 
nected with the business as he faacied 
there was."—New York Tribttue.

moet of them dMiring the applause of 
their people for a conUltfm of content 
and prosperity far removed from even 
the shadow of the calamity of war. T3 
fully appreciate the fact that the 
rulere, even the moat autocratic of 
them, are not necessarily the1 authors 
of war it is 'only necessary to locate on 
the map the recant battlegrounds and 
note that they are marked by the blood 
of the peoples of the most democratic 
of governments, the most enlightened 
of the peoples <of the earth. These peo- 
ples have been fighting when the 
despots were at peace. 


Why then this tendency to war on 


the part of the peoples who have come 
into the right of being their own 
sovereign? The spirit of humanity anG 
justice. Scoff If you. will, but it is the 
spirit ol these, misguided*, or not mis- 
guided, that is the cause of the rising 
of the fighting blood in- the peoples who 
are their o\vji masters. And the chief 
servant of this spirit it the rapid com- 
munication, which we have repeatedly 
commented uponl and which the Provi- 
dence Journal so concisely sets forth.

Commissioner Flake of

courts as expressing great surprise at 
the mancar in which the jail iuthori- 
ties seem to treat their prisoner. 
•''He >s booked for punishement," said 
Mi. Fiske, "ard he is being tisiud as 
a hotel guest. I am sure the s:ory of 
Cole would ptcaUy surprise the Massa- 
ohuspcts piison commission, who, I am 
sure, will investigate the laxity of dis- 
cipline which it seems at present pre- 
vails in this jail. Cole is a criminlaJ, 
and should be regarded and treated ac- 
cordingly, and his easy Ufa of luxury 
and ease at Greenfield is apt to be criti- 
cised pretty sharply, ridiculously so, 
1 fear, throughout the various' prison 
commission's of the union.

"Bison" McLean was sent to the Mili- 


tary academy at West Point from south- 
west Missouri. Tbe class he joined has 
become famous for the names of several 
of its members. The name "Bison" was 
given him by George B. McClellan be- 
cause ot McLean's long black hair and 
immense size. The MisBonrian was a 
poor student in his classes, and that he 
•managed to fitay at the academy for 
three years at all was on accoo&t of his 
superiority in riding and drill work. His 
life in the southeast had trained him in 
firearms, and no cadet at the Point could 
equal his records on the target range. 
He was not a popular man, for, in addi- 
tion to being dull, he hind a sullen tem- 
perament and moments of tmgovernable 
passion.

summit of Greylock 
is now 


wrapped in a halo of thrilling adven- 
ture. It comes in the form of a story 
of wild cat hunting by the party of 
road surveyors under Harvy E. Jenks 
of Cheshire. It was not so much a case 
of hunting as it was of s«vere lettir.ij 
alonfe. ho-tvever, for the cat called to its 
aid the power of modern explosives, 
anfl had thing's pretty much its own 
way. 


It happened tone night 
last week, 


•n hen a I ig, fierce looking wildcat came 
out of thp woods and sntoaked around 
the camp down on the mountain side. 
One of thf men working for thf- Italian 
road contractor, Pdlcar-j, gave the 
alarm and the camp turned out to catch 
the cat." 


Enginiser JenKs got out his shot gun 


and the cat with Instinct most un- 
confflnoh took refuge in the house 
where the dynamite for blasting is 
Stored and »o one flared' go ia to get 
the cat out, to use the gunl or to stone 
it out of the dynamite house for fear of 
a possible explosion. 


So the wild cat held the fort and as 


it did not C6me 6ut after h'ours of 
night watching the engineers went 
back to bed having locked the cat in 
the dynamite house.

Saturday night for the purpose of see- 
ing the sun rise next morning that the 
house accommodations wero entirely 
inadequate for therri all and fiuite a 
number slept out on the cool and breezy 
summit, exposed to the weather. Even 
on a summer's night they found that 
the climate is a good deal more com- 
fortable in manv other places than at 
an altitude of 3500 feet. But they saw 
the sun rise just the same, and that 
well repaid them, so they said.
